All of the Public Works team work 
on a multitude of city maintenance 
projects as well as city water system 
operations. They are advancing their 
expertise to qualify for State Water 
Resource Board certification so the 
Sacramento firm Coleman will not be 
as involved in monitoring the system. 

Meantime, the council voted unan- 
imously (Mayor Cheryl Kelly, Jack 
West, Kati Breckenridge and Jack 
Tuttle; Councilman Steve Ladwig was 
not present) to award a construction 
contract for the Trinidad water stor- 
age tank and pipeline replacement 
project to Mercer-Fraser following a 
bidding process overseen by city en- 
gineer GHD. 

In other City business, County 
Sheriff Deputy Josh McCall report- 
ed on November-December 2023 
calls.

paign will be launched. 

Supervisor Mike Wil- 
son’s district includes Ar- 
cata, where the city has 
contracted with the Arcata 
House Partnership to op- 
erate a safe parking pro- 
gram. 

He noted that Arca- 
ta House’s program is 
the only one of its kind in 
Northern California. 

Darleen Spoor, Arcata 
House’s executive director, 
said the program involves 
a lot more than its title 
suggests. 

“The difference between 
our program and_ other 
programs is that ours is a 
service program, it’s not 
just a parking space,” she 
said. “When people come 
to us, they’re ready to work 
toward getting housed and 
we've been very success- 
ful.” 

The Arcata House safe 
parking area is on Samoa 
Boulevard and began in 
the spring of 2022. It’s 
gated, with “community 
space,” “socialization ac- 
tivities,” 24-hour staffing 


and referral services. 

“We do intake, there’s 
program rules and we work 
to help people with a hous- 
ing first approach,” Spoor 
said. “If people come in, 
behave while they’re there 
and follow the rules, what- 
ever their history is and 
wherever they are right 
now, were gonna work 
with them.” 

Its users are varied. 
Spoor had described the 
plight of an elderly wom- 
an who sought out the safe 
parking program due to 
imminent — and first-time 
— homelessness. 

“We know now that (se- 
niors) are the fastest-grow- 
ing part of our homeless 
population,” Wilson said, 
adding that when he visit- 
ed the Arcata site, he was 
surprised at “how many 
people were actually go- 
ing to work every day, still 
holding down jobs and 
there are families there 
with kids going to school, 
too.” 

County Sheriff  Bil- 
ly Honsal said he once 
thought of safe parking 


sites as a bad idea but Ar- 
cata House’s success has 
changed his mind and he 
views its program as a 
“model” for the county. 

Undersheriff Justin 
Braud said an effective 
county program would 
“address the remoteness” 
of Humboldt and the “dif- 
ferent population groups 
that make up the homeless 
people and the impover- 
ished people,” he contin- 
ued. 

He said programs like 
safe parking help law en- 
forcement by providing 
shelter opportunities and 
preventing “infringement” 
on general use of public 
property. 

Health and Human Ser- 
vices Director Connie Beck 
said her department did 
share information about 
the county program with 
housing advocacy groups. 

She said there was “a 
lot of excitement” about it 
when it was approved but 
not much since, adding 
that she’d “love to see one 
in Southern Humboldt.” 

Supervisor Michelle 


Bushnell said there’s rec- 
ognition of the need but 
operating a safe parking 
site is a substantial task. 

“Tt takes alot of time and 
commitment,” she said. 
“But I’m glad the program 
is gonna be available and I 
will make a commitment to 
my community to get that 
information out again — we 
really need to have people 
take advantage of this to 
see if it can work.” 

Part of the county’s pro- 
gram is help with seeking 
funding. 

And the funding piece 
is substantial. Spoor said 
Arcata House’s program 
costs almost a half-million 
dollars a year to run. 

During public com- 
ment, longtime housing 
advocate Nezzie Wade en- 
couraged the county to “do 
a lot of work to get people 
involved and work to coor- 
dinate and collaborate to 
make these opportunities 
possible.” 

Supervisors unani- 
mously approved a two- 
year extension of the coun- 
ty’s program.

cluding ID and other purchaser infor- 
mation. 

“Despite these laws, we are seeing 
the pervasiveness of nitrous oxide be- 
ing available,” said Pereira. “Youths, 
especially, are at risk of purchasing 
and consuming nitrous oxide recre- 
ationally, which can cause physical 
harm.” 

She said nitrous oxide’s “short 
term high” is from blocking oxygen 
flow to the brain and negative effects 
include vitamin B12 deficiency and 
weakening of the immune system. 

In more extreme use, “organ fail- 
ure” and “neurological complica- 
tions” can ensue. 

During a public comment period, 
the references to the impacts of ni- 
trous oxide use were vividly related 
by Shelter Cove resident Stephanie 
Andrews. 

“This has been an issue that has 
caused great heartbreak and damage 


and harm in my family and to many, 
many, many of my sons’ peers,” she 
said. 

She described nitrous use as way to 
“shut off’ emotions rather than deal 
with them. “And over time, it damag- 
es their nervous system so they don’t 
have a way to self-regulate their emo- 
tions,” she said. “Then it causes men- 
tal problems and health problems.” 

Aresolution calling for county con- 
trols on nitrous oxide sales was up for 
adoption, with the effort led by super- 
visors Michelle Bushnell and Mike 
Wilson. 

Wilson referred to Pereira’s men- 
tion of the need for more data about 
the impacts and said he got “push- 
back” from a resident of his district 
who asked, “Where are the bodies?” 

He said legislation beyond the lo- 
cal level could spur research. 

Andrews was the only taker for pub- 
lic comment but Bushnell said she’s 
heard from a lot of people about it. 


She added there are indeed im- 
pacts and she knows of them first- 
hand. 

“I know people that have died from 
it — ‘where are the bodies?’ — they are 
there,” she said. “This is real and it’s 
ruining people’s lives.” 

Bushnell issued a “challenge” to 
those who are selling it. 

“Why -— why are you selling it 
where it shouldn’t be sold,” she said. 
“And why won’t you not — the mon- 
ey is not worth it, considering what it 
does to the community, and it’s not 
just children, I know adults that do 
this and have problems with it.” 

Supervisors approved the resolu- 
tion, including asking public health 
staff to bring back a proposal for add- 
ing restrictions on nitrous oxide sales 
to the tobacco ordinance. 

Wilson asked that the county’s en- 
vironmental health staffers also treat 
discarded canisters as a pollution and 
solid waste issue.

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Record-breaking rain 
brings historic flooding

HUMBOLDT - A storm walloped the North Coast Sat- 
urday, Jan. 13, dumping a record amount of rain which 
flooded some neighborhoods and temporarily closed 
roadways, including U.S. Highway 101. 

The U.S. Weather Service at Woodley Island measured 
2.45 inches of rain for the day, breaking the record for Jan. 
13 last set with 2.22 inches in 1913. Most of the rain fell 
from morning to early afternoon, overwhelming rivers, 
creeks and drainage ditches. 

The Mad River near Arcata reached 27.26 feet on Sat- 
urday night and flooded low lying areas from Blue Lake to 
the river’s mouth in McKinleyville. Flood stage is 22 feet. 
That’s the highest crest the river has reached since 1964, 
when it hit 32.7 feet. As the rain tapered off, the river rap- 
idly lowered and was at 17.1 feet on Sunday morning. 

“This is the most significant flooding of the Mad River 
since 1964,” the Humboldt Office of Emergency Services 
posted on its Facebook page. 

On the Mad’s southern banks, residents of a homeless 
encampment at Carlson Park had to flee their campsites. 
Some 15 unhoused individuals “lost everything,” said a wit- 
ness. “They had moved their camps to higher ground, but 
the river rose faster and higher than they anticipated. They 
could only grab their dogs and go.” 

The displaced individuals got food relief from a group 
of Humboldt Soup Ladies volunteers in Valley West. The 
group coordinated with Arcata House Partnership, which 
put the campers up in an area motel. 

Areas of Blue Lake flooded, including the parking lot at 
the Blue Lake Casino, which was forced to close that night 
and cancel a concert featuring Talib Kweli and Hip Hop 
Humboldt. The casino reopened Sunday. 

“We are now in the process of reopening but regular 
services may be disrupted. Please bare with us as we re- 
cover from this disaster!” the casino stated in a Facebook 
post Sunday morning. 

Roads flooded 
North of Orick, Prairie Creek over ran its banks and 
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flooded U.S. Highway 101, closing the highway between 
Bald Hills Road and the Newton B. Drury Scenic Parkway 
from around midnight to 1:44 a.m. 

To the south, Beatrice Gulch overflowed near College 
of the Redwood, flooding U.S. Highway. At around 8 p.m., 
Caltrans closed the highway in both directions between 
Loleta Drive and Hookton Road. It didn’t reopen until 
1:40 a.m. Sunday. 

To the east, there were multiple partial road closures 
along State Route 299, where there were small landslides 
and overflowing creeks, which covered the roadway in mud. 

In McKinleyville, flooding closed portions of North 
Bank Road, which reopened Sunday morning. 

Sunny Brae’s Grotzman Creek prove tempermental, 
overtopping its branch-clogged storm drain at the end of 
Beverly Drive. This sent water down the street, with minor 
flooding in areas adjacent to the creek. 

Jacoby Creek rescue 

Flooding in the Jacoby Creek area resulted in an elder- 
ly, wheelchair-bound resident getting trapped at their res- 
idence in the area of Brookwood Drive. 

At about 2 p.m. Saturday, Arcata Fire Chief Justin Mc- 
Donald was surveying flood damage when he was notified 
by residents of the neighborhood of the situation. 

“Chief McDonald requested additional engines to the 
scene. Personnel successfully entered the residence and 
rescued the occupant. Care of the occupant was trans- 
ferred to an awaiting family member. The patient was 
uninjured. The occupants of the home are now displaced 
from the residence due to flood damage,” stated a pres re- 
lease from the Arcata Fire District. “Arcata Fire District 
encourages everyone to check on their neighbors to ensure 
they are safe during times of disaster. Rural communities 
have to partner and rely on the kindness of each other.”

bilities, its present and fu- 
ture responsibilities, what 
it will cost to future-proof 
the district and where the 
money for meeting service 
demands might come from. 

On Jan. 3, the City 
Council awarded $109,123 
to AP Triton, LLC for “a 
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comprehensive commu- 
nity risk assessment and 
standards of cover deploy- 
ment analysis for the Arca- 
ta Fire Protection District. 

The final negotiated 
contract price will be di- 
vided equally among the 
three stakeholder groups: 
the city, AFD and Cal Poly 
Humboldt. 

The study is expected 
to take six to nine months 
to complete, potentially 
being available between 
June and August. An Aug. 
1 date is tentatively set for 
a final presentation of the 
report’s findings. 

The study will look not 
just at firefighting de- 
mands, but “communi- 
ty-wide hazards, threats, 
vulnerabilities and _ risks, 
including seismic and 
wildfire issues.” 

As funded, the study 
will include four “add-on 
options,” which include 
an internal survey of AFD 
employees, an electronic 
community survey, a virtu- 
al community engagement 
session and an in-person 
final presentation. 

Among the documents 
under review for the study 
are Arcata’s General Plan 
2045 and Gateway Area 
Plan (GAP). Seismic and 
fire issues have been cit- 
ed as possible dealbreak- 
ers for taller structures in 
the GAP. 

The GAP’s draft EIR, to 
be issued in a few weeks, 
will also address seismic 
challenges and other im- 
pacts.

Mysterious Measure A 

Humboldt County residents are faced 
with a vote in March that could affect the 
overall economy of the County. A ballot 
initiative called Measure A will be on the 
ballot and there has been a common theme 
throughout the life of this initiative and the 
process behind it: a lack of transparency. 
Not only was this initiative written without 
any public input, it was also written with- 
out any guidance from the people it would 
affect or the entities that would be respon- 
sible for its enforcement. 

Had the proponents of Measure A con- 
sulted with farmers or compliance con- 
sultants or county and state officials, they 
would have been educated 
about the rigorous compli- 
ance requirements to which 
cannabis farmers are sub- 
jected. Cannabis farmers are 
required to track and report 
everything from water usage 
to plants to product to ener- 
gy usage, along with every- 
thing that is required of any 
other business. The amount 
of compliance requirements 
for this industry far surpass- 
es any other agricultural in- 
dustry. 

Iam a compliance consultant rit also a 
farmer in Humboldt County. It is disheart- 
ening to know that in order to obtain the 
signatures required for a ballot initiative 
to reach the ballot the proponents falsely 
claimed that it would protect small canna- 
bis farms in Humboldt County. This is not 
the case and even the proponents have now 
admitted that this will affect large farms 
and also the small farms that they falsely 
claimed to be protecting. The product they 
produced is poorly written and is wrought 
with inconsistencies and vague language 
that will inevitably result in litigation from 
all sides. 

The one positive thing that has come 
from this ballot initiative is that it has 
united Humboldt County in opposition to 
Measure A. The list of entities and organi- 
zations opposed to Measure A can be found 
at nohcri.com/our-coalition.

Language and the 
Constitution 


As I might have mentioned before, I love 
words and language. I have spent a lifetime 
writing, reading and talking with words 
that, I hope, communicate my meanings. 
In the 1980s I managed a purchasing de- 
partment for a company with a $20 million

inventory. The department consisted of 6 
young women who were great at their jobs. 
Unfortunately, we worked for men who 
had no idea what we did or how we did it. 

I put up a sign on the wall behind my 
desk aimed at a particularly odious mem- 
ber of management which read: “I know 
you believe that you understand what you 
think I said, but I am not sure you realize 
that what you heard is not what I meant!” 

Of course, the person it was aimed at 
had no idea what the sign meant. I had to 
have HR explain to him that we were tired 
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of being harassed by someone who had no 
idea what we did and could not duplicate 
our efforts if his life depended upon him 
doing so. 

I bring this up to illustrate the problems 
with language and communication. Amer- 
ican English is probably the most ever 
evolving language on the planet, and not 
always in a good way. An example in point 
is the Constitution of the United States of 
America. 

The constitution is based on the Arti- 
cles of Confederation which was the first 
document to define what was to become 
the United States. The constitution along 
with the first 10 amendments were ratified 
in 1791 after 14 years of negotiation. A few 
other amendments were added to the doc- 
uments leading up to the U.S. Civil War, 
but then came the blockbusters, the 13th 
and 14th amendments. 

All of these documents were written in 
what was “acceptable and common” lan- 
guage of the time. The authors knew what 
they wanted to say and said it in a way that 
was understandable to the citizens of the 
country. Yes, many people were illiterate, 
but they could always get someone to read 
to them. 

The 14th amendment was designed to 
punish insurrectionists. It was designed to 
remove from them, many of the protections 
enjoyed by the citizens of the nation. The 


people who wrote it knew what they want- 
ed to say and also knew that the language 
needed to stay relevant in perpetuity. 

If you want to know what they were 
thinking read the texts of the debates on 
the amendment. Section 3 is quite specific: 
if you swear an oath to protect and defend 
the constitution and then engage in any 
kind of insurrection, including “giving aid 
and comfort” to insurrectionists, you can- 
not hold office. 

Two things have been seized upon by 
the former president and his band of merry 
thugs. The amendment does not specifical- 
ly mention the office of the president and it 
does not say the insurrectionist cannot “run” 
for the office. This is just plain non-sense. 

How can you allow someone to “run” for 
an office he or she cannot take or serve? 
That is the conundrum. Most states in the 
U.S. do not have any specific laws banning 
insurrectionist from running for office. Cal- 
ifornia is one of them. 

But logically that does not make sense. 
Why leave Trump on the primary ballot if 
he cannot serve? If he wins the nomination, 
why leave him on the ballot at all if he can- 
not serve? 

Two states have courageously begun the 
stop Trump from serving again. The law- 
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suits are flying and some think this is head- 
ed to the Supreme Court. As an observer I 
think the court would be foolish to wade 
into this mess. 

Of course, a couple of days after I wrote 
that sentiment, the Supreme Court agreed 
to hear arguments. Several places in our 
constitution grant the power to run elec- 
tions and count votes to the states, and 
states alone. 

The Supremes should leave it alone. If 
they do I predict many more states will find 
a way to sign onto this process. 

In other news the House of Represen- 
tatives sinks lower and lower into the mire 
of their own making. The new speaker 
is repugnant and there are whispers and 
small filler headlines that suggest the Mike 
Johnson played an active role in January 6. 
Stayed tuned.

Recycling is great, but upstream prevention Is the real deal 


ecycling is important to 
Raine change by limiting 

he number of raw materi- 
als being used and the amount of 
waste going into landfills. 

Project Drawdown, a nonprof- 
it, non-partisan climate change 
organization, estimates that re- 
cycling between 2020 and 2050 
will reduce emissions by 5.5 to 
6.02 gigatons of carbon dioxide 
(equivalent to taking over one bil- 
lion cars off the streets for a year). 

Maggie Gainer has a history 
of being involved with recycling 
that goes back almost 50 years, 
and I couldn’t think of a more 
iconic figure to discuss the state 
of it today. She got her master’s 
degree at UC Davis which helped 
her to understand community 
based economic development. 
She started working at the Arcata 
Community Recycling Center as 
the executive director in 1976. 

Wanting to help local govern- 
ments, she started Gainer As- 
sociates and specialized in man- 
agement, scientific, and technical 
consulting services. She ended up 
with 10 employees, a home-based 
office in Sacramento and one in 
the Presidio in San Francisco. She 
became fascinated with the field 
of innovation diffusion, environ- 
mental psychology and climate 
change communications and de- 
veloped strategies that were used 
by her clients. 

It was her claim-to-fame with- 
in the recycling movement na- 
tionally to help businesses get 
started by using recycled material 
instead of virgin material to make 


their product. She was often one 
of the keynote speakers at a con- 
ference who otherwise met in 
smaller groups for state recycling 
conferences, active in the national 
recycling coalition executive com- 
mittee and directed the office for 
economic and community devel- 
opment in Humboldt. 

Today she sits on the 
board of directors for 
the Northcoast Envi- 
ronmental Center (full 
disclosure, I do too). 

This article is part 
1 of 2 and is edited for 
clarity and length. 

Dana Utman: Please 
update me about recy- 
cling and its connection 
to climate change. You 
have many years of ex- 
perience to share. What 
is most important to 
you? 

Maggie Gainer: I 
want to focus most in 
helping local governments and 
the average consumer better un- 
derstand the logical thinking 
about what we can do in terms 
of waste reduction and how we 
can incorporate it into our dai- 
ly life. Most people have not yet 
connected the dots about how we 
reduce waste and greenhouse gas 
emissions. When we think about 
shopping for clothes, or we’re go- 
ing to the grocery store, there are 
lot of things that we can do. So 
when we walk out with our pur- 
chases we have made an impact in 
a positive way by reducing waste 
and climate change. I think it’s 
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Dana Utman 


frustrating for so many people be- 
cause it’s such an overwhelming 
planetary problem. 

One of the hallmarks of the ze- 
ro-waste thinking is to get away 
from the green lip service and 
green marketing mush and make 
it measurable. [Note: the word 
“green” is used loosely and not 
well defined with cli- 
mate change.] Set little 
goals monthly or annu- 
ally. Get out of the car 
and use other forms 
of transportation for a 
month. 

You can’t say we have 
a zero-waste product or 
business or whatever 
unless you use rigorous 
accounting measuring 
and monitoring about 
how you're doing. Then 
you can actually say, for 
example: “Well, in 2015 
our product or business 
generated this much 
waste and we were able to reduce 
this much.” 

You have to keep track like 
that, and once you do, then it’s 
just another little formula to 
translate that into a carbon foot- 
print. The kids are watching ev- 
ery day. It doesn’t matter what 
you say to them, but boy, they’re 
watching and developing those 
kinds of habits. 

This is not new. Since the be- 
ginning of Earth Day in 1970, 
everybody knew to reduce, reuse 
and recycle. We have learned that 
prevention is number one of the 
R’s. Prevent it in the first place so

you don’t have to deal with recy- 
cling and composting. Figure out 
other systems, habits or methods 
so it’s waste prevention. The sec- 
ond R is reuse. Then lastly is recy- 
cling and composting. You’ve al- 
ready generated the waste, so now 
you ve got to figure out what’s the 
smartest thing to do and then af- 
ter that is safe disposal. 

So it’s waste prevention first 
and that’s the part that I’m the 
most excited about. Waste pre- 
vention and materials reuse are 
very closely related. If you go to 
the North Country Fair and you 
take your own reusable washable 
container to hydrate, or to put cof- 
fee in, or whatever, you’re using 
a system of reuse. Take it home, 
wash it out, use it over again and 
you've prevented another single 
use plastic water bottle. You’ve 
prevented waste in the first place. 

I was a recycling consultant 
around the country working hard 
on public education, and recy- 
cling based economic develop- 
ment, especially in the western 
states and California. It’s been 


50 years since the early days of 
the (recycling) movement. It’s 
time to do an assessment and see 
how we're doing and if we can do 
things differently. 

Millions and millions of dollars 
have been invested in recycling 
systems, collection and process- 
ing. If just a tiny fraction of all 
those funds being invested in re- 
cycling had been invested in the 
upstream priorities of waste pre- 
vention and reuse systems we’d 
be in a lot better shape right now. 

What happened over the last 
20 years is recycling slowly went 
down the toilet. The environmen- 
talists stopped leading and the 
leaders in the recycling move- 
ment turned into the recycling in- 
dustry. The people who specialize 
in hauling took the lead. Their ex- 
pertise is in collection. We collect, 
process and ship recyclables as 
fast as possible. Whether they’re 
collecting and then hauling recy- 
clables or garbage or compostable 
organic material they still get 
paid. So there isn’t as much of 
an incentive for them to focus on 
upstream waste prevention and 
what can be done to prevent this 
in the first place. Do you under- 
stand what I’m saying? 

Dana Utman: I do understand. 
You're talking about profit.
